to a fireless: Bade» is manly that one’s 
brooder accommodation is then available 
immediately (after cleaning and disinfect- 
ing, of course) for another batch of 
chicks, so that the output can be doubled 
over that of the person who has no 
alternative «to the ‘hover or other 
standard type of brooder. Also a fireless 
costs nothing: to run, and ‘if properly 
constructed and not overcrowded is as 
healthy a way as any other of completin 

the rearing process, Many methods of 
cool brooder, just as many types of arti- 
ficial rearing, bave their adherents; some 
are quite unsatisfactory, others fairly 
satisfactory, and others again very 
suecessful. One method, perhaps the 
most simple is recommen: led by experts, 
and that is the hay-box or, more strictly 
speaking, the hay-ring.- On some farms 
it is used with noticable success. lt 
would be a simple matter for any poultry- 

rearer to. make a supply of these rings 
for use indoors in a good brooder house 
e-never, of course, for outdoor use,

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT 


CHARGE OF STEALING 


ASPRO-. 


FIVE MEN REMANDED 


(BEFORE MR. GP. CUSSEN, SENIOR 
DISTRICT JUSTICE.) 


Edward Brady (24), North James street; 
Thomas Doyle (35), Brighton avenue, Clon- 
tarf; Bernard Cashin (19), Hardwicke street, 
and Benjamin Ridgeway (24), Marlborough 
street, were remanded for a week on bail, 
charged with having, during November and 
December last, stolen from Messrs. May 
Robérts (Ireland), Ltd., wholesale chemists 
and druggists, Grand Canal quay a quantity 
of Aspro to the value of £85 4s. They were 
also charged with conspiracy to steal the 
goods, 

Patrick Conlon, Marlborough street, was 
also remanded on bail, charged with receiv- 
ing the goods knowing them to have been 
stolen. 

Mr. D. O'Donovan (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office) prosecuted; Mr. J. J. O'Connor, solici- 
tor, defended Doyle and Cashin, and Mr. 
Herman Good solicitor, defended Brady. Mr. 
Leonard Webb (Messrs. Webb and Webb) 
appeared for Messrs, May Roberts, with which 
firm all the accused men, except Conlon, 
had been employed. 

Detective Sergeant Lynch said that when 

harged and cautioned Brady said that about 
ix months ago he saw Ridgeway take two 
hree dozen packets of Aspro from a shelf in 
ie premises. Ridgeway told him to say 
tothing about it. On a couple of other occa- 
ions since he had seen Ridgeway take more 
Aspro. At the end of November Thomas 
Dovle asked him if he would likeacouple ef 
pounds for Christmas, and remarked that he 
was gomg to take a carton of Aspro. He 
brought a carton to Doyle’s bench at dinner 
hour, and together they took it out of the 
building. Doyle went up Parnell street towards 
(0 Connell street with the parcel of Aspre. 
When he returned he said that he had re- 
ceived only £5 for it. Doyle asked him to 
wait until, Christmas for the money, but he 
had never received it. 

In an alleged statement Doyle said that he 
had been running a club last year, and as he 
had got into debt he had to obtam money 
somehow. Cashin told him that he had an easy 
way of getting money by selling, Aspro, so he 
‘‘ helped him out ” with three dozen packets. 
Later he arranged with Brady to take a 
carton contaming 120 dozen of Aspro, for 
which Conlon arranged to pay them £7. He 
received £5 from Conlon. Some time after 
Christmas Conlon called at his house; said 
that some Aspro had been found, and told 
him to keep hts mouth shut. 

Continuing, Detective Sergeant Lynch said 
that Cashin made a statement in which he 
said that he took out Aspro and pills from the 
premises on the suggestion of Ridgeway, For 
four or five week he received £1 a week from 
Ridgeway. 

When arrested Conlon said: “I never re- 
ceived anythmg “in my life; I have no 
premises at 56 Marlborough street.” 

Ridgeway was taken to the Bridewell and 
shown the statement which had been made 
by the other accused men. He then said: “I 
know nothing about it.” 

Thomas Ruddock, Secretary, Messrs... May 
Roberts, explained the method of checking 
stocks. The two men in charge of the Aspro 
fixture prior to January last, he said, had 
been Edward Brady and a man named Lan- 
den. Since November 4 last there was a 
shortage of 757 and four-twelfths dozen, the 
wholesale value of which was £85 4s. 

At this staged the accused men were re- 
manded. )

TIPPERARY APPEAL 


(BEFORE THE. CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH 
AND MR. JUSTICE GEOGHEGAN.) 


An appeal was heard in which Margaret 
O’Brien, dispensary nurse, of Killenaule, Co. 
Tipperary, was appellant, and the South Tip- 
perary Board of Health, Co. Tipperary, were 
respondents. 

The appeal was he an order of the 
Circuit, Judge (Southern Section), made at 
Tipperary on the 27th October last, dismiss- 
ing, with costs, the appellant’s application 
for compensation. The grounds of the appeal 
were that the Circuit Judge misdirected him- 
self in law (a) in holding that the applicant 
(appellant) was not a workman within the 
meaning of the Workmen's Compensation Act, 
1934; and (b) that no contract of service 
existed between the applicant and _ respon- 
dents. 

Mr. T. Paul McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. J. 
J. Walsh (instructed by Mr. P. J. O'Sullivan) 
appeared for the appellant; and Mr. M. J. 
Connolly, K.C., and Mr. McKenya (instructed 
by Mr. F. Murphy) for the respondents. 

It appeared that at the Tipperary Circuit 
Court in October last Margaret O’Brien 
applied under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act in respect of injuries received in a 
bicycle accident while, as alleged, she was 
in the employment of the respondents, the 
South Tipperary Board of Health. She. had 
been appointed dispensary nurse for Kil- 
lenaule under the Board of Health about two 
and a half years ago. On May Ist of last 
year she was attending a maternity case, and 
was cycling back on her own side of the 
road when she was involved in a collision 
with a donkey and cart. She sustained serious 
injuries, and some time: subsequently there 
was a person appointed in her place to carry 
out her duties as nurse. 

Mr. McCarthy, -for the appellant, said 
that there was evidence: that she was 
employed by the Board of Health. There 
was clear evidence of control by the Board. 
Her salary of £45 a year was well within the 
limits, ite 

Mr. Connolly, ‘for the respondents, sub- 
mitted that those whose offices were pension- 
able were not workmen within the meaning 
of the Act. He had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

Most of the 
output goes to the makers of wireless equip- 
ment, and diethyl telluride has been used 
as an anti-knock addition to petrol. 

The most remarkable property of tellurium 
is its.electrical resistance of 200,000 microhms

Northern Railway Company (Ireland) 

Shareholders’ Protection Association 
was held yesterday at the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, 

Mr. John McLoughlin, -ex-Senator, Irish 
Free State, tard te Mr. Fred. Storey, 
Hon. Secretary, read the report for 1957, 
which stated that during the year the com- 
mittee had been very active. The work of 
the Transport Board, Northern Ireland, had 
engaged the serious attention of the com- 
mittee, who were greatly concerned at the 
delay in the taking over of the hauliers, and 
they felt that this delay was adversely 
affecting the receipts of the railway. The 
committee was still of the opinion that there | 
should be no increase in wages or salarics 
until there was an adequate return in the 
ordinary capital of the company. The com- 
mittee was gratified to see the increase in 
the traffic receipts, but hoped that it might 
have been greater. All the members aro 
urged to help the railway in every way 

ssible. i 

Ex-Senator Toal, Monaghan; Mr. W. J. 
Todd, Milford, and Mr. A. J. Gillespie, Bally- 
mena, had been co-opted, and had proved 
most useful members of the committee. 

Mr. Storey said that Mr. Edward Buckley, 
hon. treasurer, was unavoidably absent, but 
the statement of accounts showed a good 
balance in hand, and all their liabilities had 
been met. The accounts were in a very 
flourishing condition. 

Mr. McLoughlin, chairman, said that the 
stockholders would agree that the reports of 
the treasurer and secretary were most 
satisfactory. All must admit that since the 
formation of the Association progress had 
been made by their railway towards re- 
covery, and it was gratifying to learn that 
the interest on their 4 per cent. Consolidated 
stock for the past half-year would he paid 
without drawing on reserves, as had been 
done for the past few vears, 


CONFERENCES 


The Association’s committee, he said, had 
met the chairman and members of the board 
of directors at intervals during the year and 
discussed various matters, as well as making 
a number -of suggestions, which had been 
favourably received. They had watched care- 
fully the working of the Transport Board in 
Northern Ireland, and he was not very 
much impressed with the prospects. There 
seemed to be something radically wrong. He 
asked why was there not a speed up in 
taking over the haulage concerns and a stop 
put to the cut-throat competition that had 
existed so long, with disastrous results to all 
concerned. 

One would have expected ere now to have 
seen a distribution of the “ pool.” That had 
been delayed for another six months. As

going on as successíully as the Transport 
Board would have the public believe, why 
was there delay? , An explanation should be 
given by the Transport Board, if only to 
allay any anxieties that existed on this 
matter. When there was a distribution he 
trusted that it would be of some value to 
their company. 

One of the main objects of the Northern 
Transport Bill was to consolidate rail and 
road services. With this-in view, one would 
naturally expect that the Transport Board 
would make it a point to have their depots 
where possible at railway stations or as 
near the railways as possible. He under- 
stood that the directors had offered suitable 
sites at the railway stations for the Board’s 
depots at very reasonable rents and without 
purchase consideration. He trusted that the 
Transport Board would take advantage of 
this offer and not spend public money in 
purchasing sites at high rents at a distance 
from the’ railway stations. 


"BUS STOPS 


He strongly protested against the offers 
of these sites being turned down. He sug- 
gested that all ‘buses should stop at rail- 
way stations, and that. where possible, only 
stations should be "bus termini. It was not 
desirable that “buses should stop in the 
narrow streets of the villages and towns to 
pick up passengers. It was a very dangerous 
practice, he said, for ‘buses to stop at corners 
and let down and pick up passengers at 
street and road corners. The Governments 
should take steps to prevent. such a practice, 

They had all the greatest sympathy for the 
welfare of their employés, and at all times 
would support any legitimate demands made 
by them. They looked to them to help in 
every way in bringing the railway back to 
success and their stocks into the dividend- 
paying list. Until the Preference and Ordi- 
nary stockholders got some return on their 


increases which the railway could not afford. 
“Since I came ‘into this room,” said Mr. 
McLaughlin, ‘‘I have been informed that 
some additional ei at high salaries 
have been appointed. I would say to the 
directors that, in view of the position of the 
company and of the fact that the Ordinary 
stockholders and Preference stockholders are 
getting no dividend on their capital, the 
directors and manager of the company have 
no right to appoint additional highly-paid 
officers. As shareholders, we object to it and 
say to the directors that it is time that they 
made their railway a paving concern; and, 
if they could not, they should get out and 
let other people do it who could.” 

He urged all shareholders to hold on to 
their stocks for better times, which were 
bound to come. He moved the adoption of 
the report and balance sheet. 


ECONOMIES URGED 


William Milliken, in seconding the 
motion, said that in the committe’e inter- 
view with the directors of the oi) they 
impressed on them the necessity for further 
economies, without impairing efficiency. The 
Board had assured them that, while recognis- 
ing the plea for economy, they had in no 
respect allowed the railway to deteriorate, 
and the annual charges for renewals had been 
adequate; they also assured them that the 
permanent way, works and locomotives were 
all in excellent order. The committee had

appointing increase in traffics, and said that 
some of the prosperity on the other side of 
the water should have percolated here.

A CHara.—Your letter of the 24th Decem- 


ber as to the action taken by the Executive 


Council in my regard has made it clear that 
the Executive Council. had been misinformed 
by the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, . 

The letter statea that there are certain 
incidents, of which [ am aware, culminating 
in my action. in relation to the Portrane 
appointment, which made the Minister feel 
that he could not have the confidence in me 
which was necessary, and that consequently 
the Executive Council decided that my re- 
tention in my position-would not be possible. 

There was no indication whatever given 
to me at any time by the Minister, or by 
anyone else, of the existence of such ine- 
dents; there were, in fact, no such incidents, 
and the statement that I am aware of them 
is without foundation. Throughout my 
official relationship with the Minister 
"I had always. given to him the advice 
| which I believed conscientiously to be ‘right. 
‘There was nÓ' occasion on which any 
difference had taken place between vs) save 
one, in the, year 1 which concerned a 
promotion in-the Department... That, matter 
‘was closed by my full acéeptance. of the 
Minister’s decision, and with expressions of 
mutual regret that anything had. arisen to 
disturb the harmonious relations which had 
existed. | 

Until a question arose as to the Portrane 


both in public and in private, every evidence 
of his fullest confidence in my discretion and 
in. my appreciation of his policy and the 
policy of the Government. I had always 
taken every step possible to keep him very 
fully informed as to all matters of interest or 
importance arising in the work of the Depart- 
ment. 

As to the Portrane appointment, I have 
been prepared, if permitted, to show that the 
action taken by me was in all respects proper, 
and was, in fact, the only course fitted to 
the circumstances. 

For these reasons I submit most respect- 
fully thatthe. decision taken in my regard 
was hasty and without knowledge of the 
facts, and that I should not have been 
deprived of my position and subjected to 
serious and unexpected loss of income. It 
has always been the practice before decisions 
have been taken on disciplinary matters to 
make full inquiries and to afford civil 
servants opportunity of explanation where 
there are grounds for dissatisfaction. 

On the 24th November the Minister stated 
to me that I had been unanimously dismissed 
by the Executive Council at their meeting 
held on that day, because of the Portrane 
matter, and because he had told the Execu- 
tive Council I had not given him my full 
confidence, and that I would receive an offi- 
cial letter to that effect. He also said ] 
would receive a pension. His statements came 
to me as a complete surprise. On the 26th 
November I asked the Minister, in writing, 
for the grounds for my dismissal, but did 
not receive a reply.

& HE explosion of fog signals and 
the cheering of a large number 
of people announced the arrival, in 
Sligo to-day, of Mr. Sean Lemass, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
to open formally the factory of the 
Sligo Shoe Company, Ltd. 
The. Minister travelled in a special 
coach on the morning train from 
Westland row, Dublin. He was 
accompanied by his private secretary, 
Mr. L. O Broin, and Mr. B. Maguire, 
T.D. 


THE NEW FACTORY 


The new industry promises to be one of 
the most important in the West of Ire- 
land. Started about six months ago, its 
products already are meeting with a wide 
acceptance. 
are:—Mr. 8. H. Derham, solicitor (chair- 
man), Mr. A. B. Woods, Mr. A. Jackson. 
and Mr B. Maguire, T.D. 

At present there are employed in the 
factory two hundred operatives, including 
men and women, and, with the expansion 
of the industry, it is likely that this 
number will be increased The factory 
began production in a small way, and up 
to last Christmas it was turning out only 
indoor shoes, such as dancing, bedroom, 
boudoir and bathioom shoes. At the 
moment it is producing fancy fabric walking 
shoes of all descriptions by various pro- 
cesses, such as the veldtschoels and stuck- 
on methods, with a certain proportion of 
machine-sewn articles. In addition, ladies’ 
light leather fashion shoes of various 
types, including the Louis heel style, are 
being made. 


CANVAS GOODS 


In mens footwear the factory is only 
engaged in the production of canvas goods. 
The output of the factory is five thousand 
pairs a week, but its full working capacity 
is six thousand pairs a week. Fitted with 
the most modern machinery driven by electric 
motors, it is constructed so as to provide the 
maximum comfort for the operatives. There 
is an elaborate air-conditioning plant, while 
there is a constant supply of hot water in 
the rest room. 

The management claim that the Sligo Shoe 
Factory 1s the only one in the Free State, 
which at the moment is producing camel 
vloth bedroom siippers for men, ladies and 
‘nildren. As much home-produced material 
as posible is used, although certain kinds of 
raw material are obtained in Germany. 

. The employés have a social club, and are 
al sent preparing for the presentation of 
a theatrical production.

TOUR OF THE FACTORY 


SPEECHES AT THE 
LUNCHEON 


On his arrival at Sligo station Mr. Lemass 
was received by Mr. M. Conlon, the Mayor, 
and Mr. Arthur Jackson, Chairman of the 
Shgo Harbour Commissioners. A guard of 
honour, composed of members of órd Western 
Division Old I.R.A., and a large body of the 
Civic Guard, under Chief Superintendent 
Direen, and wig, RC rong NÓH Fahy, lined the 
ee The Minister inspected them, and 

aving received a number of addresses. of 
welcome, .proceeded to the new factory, which 
is situated on the quays. The factory siren 
sounded as Mr. Lemass entered the premises 
and he inspected a guard of honour of the 
National Association Old I.R.A., under ex- 
Vice-Brigadier J. Keaveney. An address of 
welcome from the factory employés was then 
read by Mr. A. Flood. 

Having formally opened the factory, the 
Minister made a tour of inspection of the 
premises, and evinced great interest in the 
different processes. . When the inspection 
was over he was conducted to the Great 
Southern Railway Hotel, where a lunch was 
given by the directors ef the new company in 
his honour. 

Proposing the toast. ‘‘Irish Industries,” 
Mr. A. P, Jackson said that for many years 
outside the manufacture of woollen goods 
and milling there were no industries in Sligo. 
Now they had their second industry. It was 
absolutely essential for the good of Sligo and 
the surrounding area that they should have 
more factories. There was no doubt that in- 
dustries should, and ought to, be started, 
and that industry he hoped would be the 
forerunner of many more. If anvthing should 
crop up n the futnre, it was their duty to 
help the Government in carrying on its plans 
for industrial expansion, fer it was necessary 
that they should obtain employment for their 
people 


STARTING A NEW LIFE 


Mr. R. M. Smyllie, Editor, Jrish T'imes, 
supporting the toast, said that he was glad 
to see that the old town of Sligo was renew- 
ing her youth like the eagle, and was start- 
ing a life which they hoped would be one of 
Eire and prosperity. Many Sligo people 
iad secured positions of prominence in various 
parts. For example, Sligo had produced the 
greatest living poet in any language, while 
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another Sligo man was a director oí twenty- 
nine companies. He was sure, however, that, 
while th v won distinction elsewhere they 
would rather be at home, and he was glad 
iv see tuat the yeneration that was rising 
would have an opportunity of staying in their 
own country and their own towns. While 
at times he had differed with the 
Minister on political questions, he thought 
that there was no on who did 
not recognise that in their guest of 
honour, the country had a man of vision, 
imagination, and restless energy. He had set 
himself a difficult task, having to overcome 
the natural obstacles always in the way of 
someone who tried to do something new—the 
effect of prejudices, which, to a certain extent, 
always would persist. It was a great tribute 
to Mr. Lemass that he should have done so 
much to break down these obstacles, and, he 
(Mr. Smyllie) appreciated his efforts possibly 
more deeply than many of the people more 
close to him politically. 

Continhing, Mr. Smyllie said that they had 
in that room a microcosm of that to which 
they all looked forward—a united Ireland. It 
was a striking thing to find in Sligo a spirit 
of good san sona. Taréis brotherhood and 
friendship among the various classes, creeds 
and parties that made up the little com- 
munity. If that spirit could be wafted over 
the four corners of the country it would be 
a vastly finer place in which to live. Occasions 
like that were doing a great deal to bring 
that consymmation about. While the Govern- 
ment had given Sligo an opportunity of 
developing something really good, it was only 
fair, to say that no Government and no 
Minister could make a town or a country 
Fan They could give the opportunity, 
ut the people themselves had got to do the 
work, and no community could be worse than 
that which expected to be spoon-fed. The 
people of Sligo had never asked for such 
treatment. 


MINISTER ON THE 
ENTERPRISE 


Replying to the toast, Mr. Lemass said it 
was a pleasure to a Minister ior Industry and 
Commerce to perform the official opening of a 
new factory; but in circumstances like the 
resent it was a greater pleasure increased 
vy the fact that the Sligo shoe factory had 
been set going and was operated by a com- 
pany which was entirely Irish. It was a good 
thing under any circumstances to see the 
Irish people taking advantage of the indus- 
trial opportunity accorded them and investing 
their savings in factory buildings and factory 
machinery, which gave employment to Irish 
‘workers, but it was much better to see nm 
done under circumstances such as obtained in 
Sligo, where the citizens of the town hoiding 
different political views and disconnected in 
other respects were able to sink their differ- 
ences and come together for such a purpose. 
It was his first official visit to the town, but 
he promised he would come again for a 
similar purpose, and he hoped the opportunity 
would not be long delayed. The boot and 
shoe industry in which the country had 
engaged had expanded very rapidly, It was 
an important, industry, not merely because it 
provided the necessary articles of apparel, but 
also because it constituted a market for other 
industries equally as a source of employment. 
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When, some years ago, they were examin- 
ing the position of the industry and forming 
opinions as to the possibility of securing tts 
development, they realised that, if that 
development were to take place, not merely 
could it open up additional sources of emp'oy- 
ment. but that the industrial field would be 
considerably expanded. They found that 
there was a number of old-established 
factories producing 600,000 pairs of boots 
and shoes per year, against the estimated 
requirements of about four and a half million 

aws, and employing about one thousand 

ands. They now could claim that, in 

quantity, the boot and shoe factories 
operating in the Saorstat were capable of 
supplying the needs of the people. Over four 
million pairs were produced in 1936, although 
in that year many of the new factories did 
not reach maximum production. There were 
now employed in the industry five thousand 
people. 


TANNING INDUSTRY 


The importance of the industry could not 
be gauged by these figures alone. Because 
the production on boots and shoes had 
reached the present dimensions, they had to 
consider the establishment here of other in- 
dustries of considerable significance, the 
most significant of which, undoubtedly, was 
the tanning industry, which, although at 
one time of great importance, had in recent 
years declined almost to the point of extine- 
tion. The market for leather which the boot 
and shoe factories constituted was being 
availed of for the purpose of encotraging 
the establishment of a number of tanneries, 
and not merely did the boot and shoe in- 
dustry afford a market for the products of 
those tanneries. but a number of other con- 
cerns had been founded such as: those 
for the making of lasts and various fittings 
essential to the industry.. Those industries 
in turn would widen the industrial field and 
give new scope for enterprise, which, he 
moped, would be availed of. 

In the present circumstances, said the 
Minister, our national security largely 
depends on our: ability to create a sound 
economic organisation capable of withstand. 
ing the shocks which we might anticipate 
from difficult world conditions. 


THE AGRICULTURAL 
POSITION 


As the agricultural industry at present was, 
and always would be, of primary importance, 
said the Minister, it was necessary that there 
should be, particularly in the minds of 
industrialists and ‘those interested in in- 
dustrial development, a clear appreciation of 
what the agricultural position was.  Agri- 
cultural prices had experienced a catastrophic 
fall in 1929, and, although the fall had since 
been arrested, they had never recovered to 
the level prior to that year. The fact was 
that the prices of many of the agricultural 
products were not sufficient to cover the cost 
of production and to maintain the producers 
in reasonable comfort. Whatever measures 
were adopted to restore agricultural 
prosperity, whoever adopted them must 
directed to one end, and one end only, that

Somebody asked me what language was 
spoken in Russia.

different languages habitually in use 
throughout all Russia!

An Experimental Theatre 


T hear that a new experimental theatre 
will be opened shortly in Dublin. The 
directors of the Abbey Theatre have 
approved a scheme by which the -little 
Peacock Theatre will be made available 
in a few months for that purpose. 

Briefly, the idea is that certain plays 
which do not meet with the apyroval of 
the Abbey Theatre directors, aud which, 
because they do not reach the Abbey 
Theatre standard, cannot be staged by the 
regular company, will be presented in the 
Peacock Theatre by the members of the 
Abbey School of Acting. Should there be 
an insufficiency of such plays, resort will 
be made to the large list of Abbey Theatre 
productions which, for one reason or 
another, have not been revived after their 
first presentation. 

The list of such plays is much larger 
than the average theatregoer might 
suppose; for in recent years the Abbey 
has tended more and more to rely upon 
the popular work of a diminishing num- 
ber of playwrights. 

This experimental theatre will offer 
apprentice playwrights the chance which 
the Abbey Theatre itself offered to their 
elders in more venturesome days. It will 
enable them to see their plays staged and 
to note where they fall short of the Abbey 
Theatre standard. If some capable com- 
mentator were present, preferably from 
the Abbey itself, to point out the faults 
and weaknesses, some of the rejected plays 
might be rewritten and reconstructed 
sufficiently to bring them ultimately to 
the Abbey stage, 

As the seating capacity of the Peacock 
Theatre is only a hundred, it should be 
oossible for the experimental theatre to 
play to capacity for six nights at least 
with each new play. Are there 600 people 4 
in Dublin in search of new plays and 
new playwrights? 


The King’s Reading 


The ex-King Edward VIII. did not show 
a very marked taste for literature. Detec- 
tive stories seemed to be his favourite 
reading. 

On the other hand, his brother, the 
present King, has much more solid 
literary leanings to recotnmend him—if a 
preference for Rudyard Kipling can be so 
described. He has a fine collection of this 
author’s works. 

On the Continent his great friend is 
M. André Maurois, whom he sees every 
time the French writer visits London. I 
wonder if he has read the ‘‘ Dialogue 
Upon the Abdication,”’ written by his 
favourite French author, This very clever 
dialogue, upon a theme which touches his 
present Majesty so closely, is, no doubt, 
intended to demonstrate the lack of in- 
fluence which English writers display upon 
public affairs. It will be a long time 
before either Shaw or Wells could lead 
public opinion as Voltaire did in his day. 

Very cleverly, André Maurois insists 
in his dialogue that the conscience of 
England is guided by a commission of 
three persons—‘‘ The Speaker of the 
House of Commons, the Dean of St. 
Paul’s, and the Director of Punch.”

LL Legge of the bridge family, are 
A ended whew a partnership has won 


two out of three games. In contract 
bridge the winning side ts that which wins 
a rubber, three games of «ne hundred poin‘s 
each. In addition to the hundred points 
per game the winning side receives a bonus 
of 760 points if the rubber has been won in 
two successive games, antl only 500 if the 
third, or deciding game, has been necessary. 
Thus to win the first game of a rubber is, 
regardless of the final result, worth 200 
points to a partnership, and it will be 
realised, even by the non-player, that this 
initial success may be a temptation to a side 
so favourably placed to overbid and seek 
contracts they have no hope of attaining for 
the sole purpose of preventing their opponents 
from drawing level. 

This would be a weakness in the game, as 
indeed it is in auction bridge, had not the 
framers of the rules wisely provided for such 
a situation by a simple safeguard, 

A partnership which has won a game is 
deemed to be “ vulnerable.’’ That is to say, 
a heavier ‘penalty is exacted for a lost con- 
tract from a side which is already a game 
towards the rubber than by one which is not. 

For example, if a side has bid “ Three 
Hearts’ (nine tricks) and makes only eight, 
the opponents are credited with bonus 


* vulnerable.’’ If they are, already a game 
towards a rubber the bonus score is doubled. 

Thus is recklessness checked, but pro- 
vision is also made for the adequate reward 
of justifiable ambition, 


**GRAND SLAM” 


In all varieties of bridge a call of six 
{twelve tricks) is known as a “ small slam,’ 
and a call of seven a ‘“‘ grand slam,’ and 
bonus points are awarded to the side making 
such a contract. In auction bridge these 
bonus points are awarded automatically, a 
as when a partnership takes more tricks than 
it sets out to get the surplus goes auto- 
matically towards the game score. : 
Here is another essential difference be- 
tween auction and contract, and on which 
all who play both games know to be an im- 
provement, ! 

“ Contract ” bridge, as its name implies, 
is an undertaking to complete a self-imposed 
task. If that goal is gained the credit of 
the achievement—say, 90 points if Three 
Hearts is called—goes towards. the game 
score. If, however, Three Hearts are bid 
and Four are won, the surplus of thirty 
points is not added to the other 90, to give 
the contracting partnership a game towards 
the rubber. The surplus is regarded as a 
bonus, and is placed above the bonus line. 

So with slams. The regard for achieving a 
slam is only given provided the partnership 
has said in effect at the start, “ We under- 
take to get twelve {or thirteen) tricks.” . 

In that event, the reward is suitable to the 
achievement. If the side is not vulnerable it 
gets 500 points for a small slam and 1,000 
points for a grand slam. If, however, the 
side is vulnerable, the task is obviously 
fraught with greater risk in the event of 
failure, because, as I have shown, the penalty 
for defeat is doubled, It is reasonable, there- 
fore, that the reward for success should be 
increased. So if one side is vulnerable, 750 
bonus points are awarded for a small slam

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OTHER PENALTIES 


There are other penulties for failure to 
make declared contract, These arise when 
the defending side is so certain that the 
declarers are unduly optimistic that they 
“double.” This means that they wish both 
the reward and the penalties to be greater. 
In these circumstances, if the bid is suecess- 
ful, the score towards the game counts double 
and a bonus in addition to the trick value is 
given for every over-trick, this score being 
placed above the bonus’ line. 

On the other hand, the penalties are 
graded, and each successive trick by which 
a bid fails costs the losers more in bonus 
points to their “bpeil The deduction to 
ve drawn from the foregoing, therefore, is 
that it is unwise to double rashly lest one’s 
opponents reach a game more quickly than 
im would if left undoubled. 

Alternatively, it is folly to  over-call 
heavily, if hy so doing one presents one’s 
opponents with bonus points which may 
easily run into thousands. 

It is not my purpose to indicate these ad- 
ditional and more complicated rewards and 
penaities here, They de not affect the claim 
that the basic principles of the game are com- 
ratively simple, and, as [I have already 
indicated, all wise players keep a tabulated 
list of scores handy and constantly refer to 
the state of the game on their score-cards, 
In my next article I shall deal with the 
valuation of the hand, because it is essential 
to have a yard stick by which to measure 
one’s cards before opening the bidding or 
taking part in the subsequent auction.

Labour in America 


If the first fortnight of President 
Roosevelt’s second period of office is an 
index to the whole four years, he will 
have the most stormy Presidency on 
record, The great strike against the 
General Motors Corporation becomes more 
and more bitter as time goes on. Every 
day brings news of clashes between strikers 
and police and of “ broken-up ” meetings. 


| Labour disputes in the United States 


always have been orgies of violence, but 
this strike—one of the most extensive that 
the country ever has known—threatens 
to surpass all its predecessors in brutality. 
The workers have been taught to regard it 
as a test case, which, if they win it, will 
establish their right to a _ hitherto 
unrecognised degree of control in industry. 
The directors of General Motors, with 
good reason, believe it to be a turning- 
point in industrial history, and are 
resolved that. they will defend their 
traditional privileges to the last ditch. 
President Roosevelt’s inaugural speech 
has caused them unbounded alarm, . As 
readers will remember, he urged America’s 
need of a completely new social system 
that would have no further room for the 
excesses of capitalism, and would ensure a 
higher place for the worker in the scheme 
of things. 
preted only as a declaration of war upon 
the industrialists. "ts result manifestly 
has been to harden their hearts against 
any compromise with his spirit of reform ; 
and there is little doubt that much of the 
stubbornness which General Motors are 
displaying is directly due to it. They 
have rejected all President Roosevelt’s 
offers. of mediation. Through the Secre- 
tary of Labour, Miss Perkins, he had 
arranged a round-table conference in 
Washington for yesterday; but Mr. 
Alfred P. Sloan, President of the Cor- 
poration, has declined flatly to attend. 
Mr. Sloan professes to have no interest in 
President Roosevelt’s views on labour; 
the only issue that he admits in the strike 
is whether or not the workers will evacuate 
the factories which they have seized and 
threaten to hold. | 
President Roosevelt appears to be 
biding his time. He cannot do otherwise. 
During his previous Administration he 
made a spectacular attempt to bring 
industry under control; but the “' seven 
old nten’’ of the Supreme Court con- 
demned it as invalid, and stripped him of 
all his powers. Since then the President 
has been swept back to office by an over- 
whelming vote of the people. Yet he is 
still crippled. He can do nothing more 
than advise—until one of two things 
happen. Either the powers of the 
Supreme Court must be curtailed, so that 
it cannot repeat its ban upon his 
“ N.R.A.” and “ A.A.A.” legislation, or 
the Court must be persuaded to change 
its mind. The general belief is that 
President Roosevelt does not intend to ask 
Congress to curtail the Court’s powers; 
instead, he will wait until the retirement 
of certain of its present members allows 
him to obtain a majority of his own 
supporters there. The reshuffle is due to 
take place before very long, and then, the 
recovery legislation will be re-enacted 
without any fear that it will be banned 
once more. Armed with this legislation, 
President Rooseyelt will be‘ virtually 
dictator of the United States, and his new 
social policy will become a matter oi 
practical politics. At present he can do 
nothing. ‘‘ I was not only disappointed,”’ 
he says, ‘in the refusal.of Mr. Sloan to 
come down here ”—that is, to the confer- 
> at Wash —‘‘ but I regarded it 
as a very utifortunate decision on his 
part.” We doubt whether he will stop at 
expressions of regtet when the recovery 
is Te-en . Its net effect 
n a voice in 
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His speech could be inter- 
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jciple of the “vertical” or “craft” 
union, and Mr. Green for the “horizontal” 
or generg! workers’ union.

Mr. Lewis’s Committee 
has determined to challenge this 
supremacy, and one of the strike’s objects 
is to establish his unions as the labour 
authority. Mr. Green and his supporters 
so far have played no part in the conflict, 
and are unlikely to play any—unless, 
indeed, they determine to enter the lists 
as strike-breakers. In this. chaos of 


will be, indeed, difficult.. It is eminently 
unfortunate that his etiorts to bring an 
element of common-sense into the anti- 
quated conditions of American industry 
sould be hampered so cruelly at the 
start; but the fault, if it lies anywhere, 
lies with the obsolescence of the United 
States Constitution. If he had been able 
to persevere with his recovery plans, there 
might have been no Committee for In- 
dustrial Organisation—or, at worst, a less 
pugnacious Committee. So long as he 
remains powerless the strike must drag 
on until masters or men succumb to ex- 
haustion ; and even then the final struggle 
between ‘horizontal’? and “ vertical ”” 
unionism merely will be beginning. The 
only hope for a peace of reasonable length 
lies in President Roosevelt’s ability to 
‘remove grievances. He will be unable to 
remove them until a more flexible inter- 
pretation of the Constitution gives him 
leave. . : 


II 


Dominion Defence 


The discussion of foreign policy in the 
Canadian House of Commons in Ottawa a 
few days ago gave the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Mackenzie King, the opportunity to 
define the Dominion’s relations to the 
British Commonwealth and to the world. 
The opportunity was offered by a series of 
resolutions tabled by the leader of the Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federation, Mr. 
Woodsworth, which demanded that in the 
event of war Canada should remain strictly 
neutral, that no profits should be made 
from the supply of war munitions or 
materials, and that the Canadian Govern- 
ment should do its utmost to remove 
causes of international friction. The Prime 
Minister said the Defence Estimates had 
been framed in accordance with what the 
Government believed to be the needs of 
Canada alone, and without consultation 
with the British authorities... There had 
not been the slightest attempt by the 
British Government to interfere with even 
the smallest item in the estimates. . To the 
neutrality proposal he expressed his firm 
opposition, because Parliament must be 
the final judge whether Canada should, or 
should not, take part in any war that 
might arise, and its hands must not be 
tied by the passage of a neutrality resolu- 
tion in advance. “I want to make it 
quite clear,” the Prime Minister said, 
“ that we will not necessarily become in- 
volved in any war into which any other 
parts of the British Empire may enter 
simply because we are part of the British 
Empire.’’ That is the orthodox view in 
all the Dominions of the Commonwealth 
nowadays, but in Canada, as in some of 
the other Dominions, there are various 
views held by different sections of the 
population. The imperialist. school of 
thought holds that the British Empire is 
one ahd indivisible, and should, therefore, 
have a common defence policy. At the 
other extreme are the isolationists, who 
desire that Canada be kept from all inter- 
national entanglements and kept out of 
Neither of these sections at 
considerable 


all wars, 
present commands any 
support in the Dominion, so that the 
Mackenzie King Government finds its 
support in the big majority attached to the 
moderate middle course. The adherents 
of the Government believe that Canada’s 
foreign policy, while it would take account 
of the interests of all with whom the 
Dominion might be associated, would be 
based primarily upon what appeared to be 
the interests of Canada in any situation 
that might arise. Although he made it 
quite plain that in international affairs 
Canada was completely independent, and 
at all times would follow what was thought 
to be its own best interests without refer- 
ence to any other authority, the Prime 
Minister hinted that recourse might be 
had to expert opinion in Great Britain. 
Such intercourse, he suggested, ‘ was 
obviously desirable in their common 
interest,” and other Dominions have 
followed the example of Canada in this 
important matter. All the Dominions 
decide upon their foreign policy for them- 
selves, but in the results of that policy 
they tend to rely, more or less, upon the 
military strength of Great Britain. Since 
such is the case, it is, as Mr. Mackenzie 
King told the Canadian House of 
Commons, obviously desirable that there 
should be continuous intercourse between 
the members of the Commonwealth on all 
matters of defence.

The Monte Carlo Rally 


One of the most remarkable sporting 
contests of the modern world is now in 
progress, and very few people know any- 
thing about it.” The Monte Carlo Rally 
is dismissed by the layman as one of 
those queer hill-climbs, or something, in 
which motor maniacs try to wreck their 
machines for some unidentified purpose; 
but, in actual fact, it is worthy of a 
better name. It is the 
“ Marathon,” and as a “ Marathon”’ it 
calls for extremes of stamina, courage 
and self-reliance which seldom are ex- 
pected of the ordinary citizen in these 
unadventurous days. The Rally is a trial 
for standard motor cars—models such as 
can be bought from any dealer. Com- 
petitors may make a choice of a number 
of given itineraries; they may start from 
John o’ Groats in Scotland, from Athens, 
or from Umea, in Sweden, close to the 
Arctic circle, There are official starting- 
points throughout Europe, and every route 
carries with it a given number of marks. 
The competitors assemble at Avignon, 
from where they all follow the same road 
into Monte Carlo, over the 
Mountains. Subsequently various driving 
tests must be undergone, together with 
‘comfort’? and “beauty” competi- 
tions; and then the officials, in elaborate 
calculation, decide the winners of the 
Rally and of the subsidiary events, It 
sounds a pleasant holiday, full of variety 
and interest; but, in point of fact, it is 
a test which only the strongest and fittest 
can hope to survive. Those competitors 
who are starting from the most distant 
points have let themselves in for four days 
and four nights of unending struggle with 
rainstorms, ice-bound roads, fog, blizzard 
and hail. They must maintain an average 
of nearly 25 miles an hour over the worst 
roads in Europe, and, at the same time, 
must make some effort to preserve their 
motor cars for the final tests in Monte 
Carlo. Doubtless, the whole thing is a 
somewhat expensive entertainment, and 
calls for many weeks of preparation which 
the ordinary motorist scarcely could spare 
from his work. Possibly, too, the various 
manufacturers give a considerable degree 
of assistance to competitors. Yet the fact 
remains that nearly 300 young men and 
women have subjected themselves volun- 
tarily to a test of endurance which would 
try to its limit the stamina of a trained 
army.

CRUELTY TO BIRDS

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sia,—Serious complaints have been reach- 
ing me through the Dublin Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, as well as 
from. other sources, that wanton shooting of 
birds by young boys with air-guns is being 
much practised in the country between 
Kingstown and Bray, and particularly about 
Ballybrack and Shankill. 

Such cruelty, as might be expected, is a 
cause of much distress to many who witness 
it, and it should scarcely be necessary to 
sa Bris on the general public the amount of 
evil that is done by this unrestrained in- 
dulgence in murder, carried on, as it is, just 
when the pa:ring season of our birds is 
uickly approaching, and the slaughter of a 
ew dozen may mean the lessening by a 
thousand of the chorus of songsters shortly 
to be brought into the world. I am told 
that even robins are being hilled, which one 
would have thought almost incredible. 

Opportunity has recently been given by 
some excellent broadcasting to all members 
of the public who wished to assure them- 
selves of the real economic value of the hulk 
of our bird life. This important subject is 
also now much more largely trea than 
used to be the case in the teaching given to 
young people in our National schools, as can 
be seen from many of the reading books 
furnished te the junior classes, and pointing 
out to them that nearly every sort of hi 
has some important service to render. 

1 was much interested (and pleasurably so) 
in reading a few ‘days age In one of our 
provincial papers of a rebuke given te an 
“amateur sportsman,” who, with “‘ some 
sort of toy gun or  pea-shooter,’’ had
